The hope was general that the la- 


bor troubles in Pennsylvania this 
year conld be adjusted without the 
necessity of putting the 
National 


Guard into the field to curb lawless- 
ness, but that hope was doomed to 
disappointment. 
The sheriff of Jef- 


ferson county found himself unable 
to cope with the riotous clement and 
compel obedience to tbe law. He 
asked Governor Pattison for military 
aid which was sent. 


P.eports from Punxsutawney indi- 


cate the serious nature of the work 
before the militia, and the necessity 
for state interference. The town of 
Walston is in possession of 2,000 
strikers, who have prepared them 
selvss for a regular siege.

'katcng" or r.ift, of winch this is the 


iplpst fomi, is then kept ready in 


the house until the auspicious mo- 
ment—predicted by the family priest 
—has arrived. 


Then at this moment, when the 


water is silvered over by the beams 
of the broad, nsing moon, the taper 
is lighted and the tiny raft ia launched 
upon the waves. 


Very slowly at first it makes its 


way along the edge of tlie ebbing 
tide, thcu wuftttl gently by the still 
evening air into the swifter current it 
drifts tarther and farther away until 
only a bright speck of light di&tin- 
guishea it from the rippling surface

On the hypothesis that the number 
of "replies" is always the same, no 
matter what the preceding move-may 
have been, the number of ways of 
plaviug the first four moves on one 
Bide only would bo 318,979,504,000.

moves on each side after the first foul- 
there is a choice of 30 ways of play- 
ing. We thus get by combination 
with the result quoted above figures 
which prove that the number of ways 
of playing the first 10 moves on each
